The Editor 
of the following ſheets finds it neceſſary to ſay 
a few words on this Third Edition of the Digeſt 
of the Game Laws. After what has been offered 
on the ſubject by the Reverend Mr. Richard 
Burn, and the Author of the Dialogues on the 
Game Laws, it might appear ſuperfluous in the 
Editor of this Work to ſay any thing by way 
of comment on this Edition ; but he has from 
experience found, that in works calculated for 
general uſe, eſpecially in Digeſts of Statute Law, 
the uſeful is frequently loſt in the form and the 
preamble : To endeavour to remove that error, 
and to ſet the .eu, on this ſubject in the moſt 
conſpicuous point of view, has engaged his par- 
ticular attention 1n this Edition.” 


Dr. Burn's Game Laws, though an excellent 
abridgment in its kind, are, in effect, but a 
ſhort abſtract of the ſtatutes on that ſubject. 
The Old Foreſt Laws are ſcarce touched on by 
him, from an idea, it is ſuppoſed, that they now 
are almoſt obſolete. If we can allow the idea to 
be well founded, we cannot admit its operation 
in practice. Every one who has ſtudied the

Foreſts, Chaſes, and Four-footed Game, Winged 
Game, and Sea and River Fiſh; to which is now 
firſt added, An AppENDIx, containing ſome ge- 
neral obſervations of practice, and three Abſtratfts 
of the pains and penalties inflicted by theſe ſta- 
tutes for deſtroying Hares, Partridges, and Phea- 
ſants, laid down in fo ſimple and comprehenſive 
a manner, that people of all denominations, let 
their capacities be what it may, need only read 
and be informed.

INTRODUCTION. 


IN N order to give our readers a more perfet 

idea of the following ſheets, it will be 
neceſſary to ſbea how the common law flood 
as to game before the making the ſubſequent 
flatutes for the preſervation thereof., The 
common /aw claſſes game under two diſtin 
heads, viz. tame and wild animals. 


We tame animals, ſuch as horſes, ny 
| ſheep, and the like, are creatu ho by 
reaſon of tbeir fluggiſhneſs and unaptneſ; for 


motion, do not fly the dominion of mankind; 


but uſually keep within the ſame paſtures and 
limits, and may be eaſily purſued and over= 
taken, if by accident they ſhould eſcape ; and 
therefore the owner has the ſame kind of 
property in them as he has in all inanimate. 
chattels, and for the violation ere may 
bring an action of treſpaſs. D 


_ The wild animals, ſuch as deer, hares, 
foxes, and ſuch like, are thoſe who by reaſon 
of their ſwiftneſs or fierceneſs fly the dominion 
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of nan; and in theſe, no perſon can have a 


property, unleſs they be tamed and made 
trafable by him. And as property is the 
| er that a man has over any other thing 

for his own uſe, and the ability that he has 
to apply it to the ſuſtentation of his being, 
hen that power ceaſes, his property is loſt ; 


and, in conſequence, an animal of this kind, 
| which after any ſeizure eſcapes into the * | 


of nature, and aſſerts its own liberty by its 


fwiftneſs, is no more mine, becauſe I thereby 
boſe my property in it, and it is no longer in 


my power or 4 rſpoſal. 


Hence it appears, that by the common 
law, every man had an equal right to ſuch 
creatures as were not naturally under the 
Power of man, and where the mere caption 
or ſeizure only created the property. 


The wild animals, by 


perſons who put them under that ſubjection; 


fo likewiſe did the tame animals, /o long as 


they continued ſo, that is, ſo long as they 
could be conſidered to have the mind of return- 


ing to their maſters; for while they appear 


to be in this ſlate, they are clearly the own- 
er's, and ought not to be violated ; but when 
they for ſake the houſes and habitations of men, 
and betake themſelves to the woods, they are

At common law, before theſe ſtatutes there 
was another way of gaining property in ani- 
mals, viz. by incloſure; and then the beaſts 

mut be underſiood to be mine, as the profits 


of the foil itſelf are; and they can no more 


be taken and carried off than any other profits 
of the land : and therefore, if deer be incloſed 
ina park or paddock, or contes in a field or 
warren, they become ſo much à man's own, 


- : olds ad ought to kill or take them away. 


And jince in this caſe it is the incloſure that 
retains them, (for take away the inchſure, 
and they are in their natural liberty; there- 
fore the party is ſaid to have right, as he has 
to any other profits there incigſed, and a diſ- 


tinct and independent right in every animal. 


It is a maxim of the common law, that ſuch = 
goods of which no one can claim any property 
do belong to the king by his prerogative; and 
hence all animals feræ nature, 1. e. in their 
wild ſtate of nature, are deemed by our Jaws 
his majeſty's game : and that which he has, 
he may grant to another ; and conſequently, 
another may preſcribe to have the ſame with- 
in ſuch a precinct or lordſhip. And from 
hence comes the right of lords of manors, or 
others, unto the game within their reſpective 
liberties, 


On this baſis or foundation, the ſeveral as 
ef parliament are eſtabliſhed, for the preſerva- . 


tion of theſe ſpecies of animals; for the recrea- 
| tion 
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tion and amuſement of perſons of fortune, unto 
awhom the king, with the advice and aſſent of 


parliament, has granted the ſume; and to 


prevent perſons of inferior rank from ſquan- 
dering that time, which their flation in life 
requires to be more profitably employed. For 


theſe reſtrictions do not take from the common 
Pẽecople any right which they ever had, but only 


grant unto particular perſons theſe þrivileges
